The Jury in the Golden- 
son Case 


SOON FIND THE BRUTE GUILTY 


Of M urder In the First Deirree. 
Sentence Will be Passed on 
Saturday.

San F rancisco, 
March 28.—Argu­ 
menta were ooncladed to-day in the case 
of Alexander Goldenson, oharged with 
the murder of the school girl, Mamie 
Kelly, on November 10th last. The 
Court immediately charged the jury, 
which retired at 4:07 p. m. 
Goldenson, 
who was present in the courtroom, was 
taken to his prison cell, located in the 
same 
building 
where 
the 
conrt 
was hold, to remain there uiftil the 
jury were ready to report. The court­ 
room was full of speotators who waited 
patiently for the verdicts. 
About 4:45 
the jury announced they were ready to 
report and the prisoner was sent for. 
His face expressed great anxiety as to 
the result. He, however, attempted to 
hide his fears by a vain endeavor to 
smile. 
Ten minutes later the jury filed 
int 
the court and took their seats. 
“ Have you arrived at a verdict, genth- 
men of the jury?” inquired the Judge. 
The foreman stepped torwurd, said tuat 
they had, and then read: "The People 
vs. Alexander Goldeusou. 
The jury in 
the above entitled case liud the defend­ 
ant guilty of murder in the tint degree." 
Upon hearing the verdict, a number of 
persons attempted a noisy demonstra­ 
tion. Several clapped their hands, aud 
others, more demonstrative, stamped 
their feet. 
This was soon stopped by 
the Judge. The prisoner, upon hearing 
the verdict, affected a pleasant look and 
sought encouragement by locking at bis 
brother. 
In this, however, he was dis­ 
appointed, as his brother’s face was 
equally as pale as his own. 
Mrs. Gol- 
•denson, who has been in constant a t­ 
tendance daring the trial, was not pres­ 
ent when the verdict was rendered. 
Judge 
Murphy 
announced that lie 
woald pass sentence next Saturday, and 
•the coart then adj ourned.

S ta te H oard of H e a lth In sp ectors 
S tation ed ot V arious P oints. 
S a c r a m e n t o , Maroh 28.—Dr. G. G- 
Tyrrell, 8ecretsry of the State Board of 
Health, is in daily receipt of reports 
from the inspectors which the Board has 
stationed at various points in the south­ 
ern part of the 
State to 
maintain 
a rigid quarantine against smallpox. Of 
six inspectors employed, one is stationed 
at San Fedro, one at Mojave, one at Tu­ 
lare, two at Colton and one at San Diego. 
By their efforts, every train leaviug Los 
Angeles is 
open 
to inspection 
as

as 
every 
train 
coming 
np 
from the ecuthern border. 
Advices 
from Los Angeles indicate that the dis­ 
ease is well under control, and doubtless 
will not become epidemic. The Mojave 
inspector reports the detention there of 
a man who was almost well. 
He had 
been allowed to leave Ravens, Los An­ 
geles county, to come to the northern 
portion of the State. He will be held 
until all fear of contagion is over.

Colton inspector reports tbst there Í9 a 
rumor that the Yuma Indiana are dying 
of the scourge, and be has gone down to 
Yuma to investigate the matter.

At the time the 
suit was brought Phelps was command­ 
ant at the navy yard on the island aud 
represented the government in the pro­ 
ceedings.

German 
garrisons are being quietly and steadily 
strengthened. 
Reports transmitted last night of m il­ 
iary risings in the Widdin, Plevna and 
Pbilipolis districts, came from Bel­ 
grade. 
From the same quarter comes 
the information that the Panaluvist agi 
tation and uprising in Belgrade is spread 
ing rap'diy, and that the powt-rs will 
probably be forced into a conflict by 
events beyond I heir control, before their 
preparat ons are completed. A Sofit 
special discredits the announcement tba< 
Prince Omar of Sweden has been accept­ 
ed by the powers as Priuce of Bulgaria. 
The Revolutionary party in Spain, it 
was diacoveied last night, had pUnned 
simultaneous risings at Madrid, Burgos, 
Valladolid, Ferral and other important 
centers of dissatisfaction.

T he D auntless Arrives >2 H ours 
A fter th e Coronet. 


Q u e e n s t o w n . March 28.—Tbe Daunt­ 
less crossed the finishing line at 0:45 
o’clock. Her actual timo on the passage 
was 16 days one hour, 43 minutes 
and 13 seconds. She has been towed 
into tbe harbor an 1 is now safely at 
anchor. All on board are well and the 
yaobt ii in os goo 1 shape as when she 
left Owl’s Head. She experienced about 
the same weather as ihe Cor-nec. 
The 
comparison of the logs of the two racers 
iudicates that they followed about the 
same course. 
L o n d o n , March 28.—Corrections make 
the Corouel’s arrival at 12:50 P. M , Sun 
day, and the time between her arrival 
and that of the Dauntless, 22 hours. 
When last seen frotn the deck of the 
Coronet on tbe evening of the start the 
Dauntless was steering southeast, but 
during the night her course was changed 
northeast by east. On March 16;h she 
ran into a heavy eross sea, with a strong 
southeast gale. Oil was used with good 
effect to break the waves, and tbe yaoht 
weathered her first storm. Next day the 
sea was even more turbulent aud broke 
over the deck in rapid succession, 
wrenching the yacht so much that she 
began to leak slightly. Another gale, 
and the temperature, bath of the air 
and of the water, on the afternoon of 
tho 18th, ind:cated that ice wai in close 
proximity, and it became necessary to 
use great precaution in running. 
A' 
midnight the thermometer registered 44 
degrees and the water 35; an hour later 
tbe temperature was 40 degrees and the 
water 36. At 6 o’clock on the night of 
the l!)th, when a heavy gale was blow­ 
ing from 
the 
southwest, a smooth 
stretch of water was run into. The 
temperature indicated that there were 
icebergs near. There waa a quantity of 
solid ice to leeward, and very near. 
On 
the 20tb, 21st aud 22d there were 
strong galas. 
I t was on the last of those 
days that tbe Dauntless hove too. Since 
lust Thursday the weather was fine. 
On the 25th a run of 328 miles was 
made, which is said to be tbe best ever 
made by any yacht on the Atlantic 
oceau. 
Fastuet light was sighted at 
1:30 in the morning, bnt the wind had 
died out aud the run along the ooa?t 
was slow.

sions, filled with water, and altogether 
it was a perilous time for the yaohc. Ou 
the 24tb tbe sea was terribly rough, and 
the boat rolled so badly that the water- 
tank burst. The seamen were couse- 
quently put on tbe smallest possible 
allowance of water, bul later on they were 
plentifully supplied with ale and olaret, 
and ultimately with champagne, instead 
of water. 
All on board arrived in the 
best of health. 
During oneof the severe 
gales on the passage two men were 
washed from the wheel and only saved 
from going overboard by the lashioga 
with whioh they were bound.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 


G a rd isa i G ib b o n s * Defense of the 
In stitu tio n . 


R o m e , March 2 8 .— The text of Cardi­ 
nal Gibbons* report on the Knights of 
Labor, as published in tbe Moniteur de 
Rome, shows that several additions Lave 
buen made to the report as originally 
publiabed. 
Referring to the objections 
urged against tho 
organization, the 
Cardijal says: " It is objected that 
in tuis kind of organization Cath­ 
olics mix with Protestauts, to the 
peril of their faith. Among mixed peo­ 
ple, like onrs, the separation of religions 
•u civil affairs is uot possible. 
To sup­ 
pose that the faith of the Catholics suf­ 
fers, shows ignorance of the Catholic 
workmen of America, who regard tbe 
ohurch as their mother. They are in­ 
telligent, iusiructive, devoted and ready 
to give their blood, an they give their 
hard earned 
gain-, for her support 
and prott-cteotion.” 
To 
tbe 
ques­ 
tion 
whether 
it 
would 
not 
be 
better to have the organizations con­ 
ducted under the influeuce of religion, 
the Cardinal frankly replies that he 
biuks it neither possible or ueoesaary. 
"Iu our oonntries,” be says, "we have 
bundsnt meant of making Catholics 
good without going so far. Ii being ob­ 
jected that the liberty of tbe organiza­ 
tion exposes Catholio.ty to deadly influ­ 
ences and associates, more daugerous 
ibau even atheists, communists and 
Anarchists, tho Cardinal said it was 
rue, but that an attentive examination 
nto violent straggles between labor and 
Lwpitsl hus convinced him of tbe injus­ 
tice 
of 
attributing violence to the 
Knights. 
Their principal authorities 
nave proved the fact that it is os uurea 
onable to atiributo violence to the 
Knights as to attribute to the Church 
the tollies and crimes of her children, 
gainst 
which 
she 
protests. 
This 
thought is admirably developed by the 
Uaninal. He says that the part of 
tbe Christian prudence is to attempt to 
bind the hearts of the multitude with 
tbe tie? of the Lord for the purpose of 
controlling them by the principles of 
faith, justice and obarity, aud to recog- 
uize 
tbe 
truth 
and 
justice 
of 
their canse. 
Removed from what is 
false end criminal there will converge in 
tbe 
legitimate, peaceable, beneficent 
struggle, that wbioh by repulsive sever­ 
ity might become for tbe masses of the 
people a volcano or abyss similar to 
that which sooiety fears and which 
b« ohnreh deplores in Europe. 
The 
Cardinal insists strongly and at length 
on this point. 
He then refers to the 
aspect 
of 
our 
country aud 
that 
of the popular power, regulated by 
the love of order, respect of religioD, 
-bedienoe to the laws; not a democracy 
of license and violence, hut the true 
democracy. 
Iu soeukiog of scenes of 
violence, oven to the shedding of blood, 
which have characterized several strikes 
inaugurated 
by workingmen’s 
asso­ 
ciations, 
the 
Cardinal 
says: 
"I 
have 
three

Decided. 


TWO FARO GAMBLER3 KILLED. 


A Carriage Building Firm Disap­ 
pears With all its Assets, 
Leaving Large Liabilities. 


Associated Press Dispatches to tbe H erald 


W a s h in g t o n , March 2 3 .-vA decision 
was rendered to-day by tbe Supreme 
Court in the long standing case of the 
Uni'ed Slates against Jno. Paul Jones, 
administrator of George McDougall, on 
an appeal from the Court of Claims. 
This suit had its origin on a contract en­ 
tered in April 5, 1852, between H. M. 
Wozencraft, United States Indian Agent 
in California, and Geo. McDongall, to 
upply certain Indians with 650,000 
lbs. of beef. 
The beef was duly 
furnished, and Indian 
Agent 
Wo­ 
zencraft gave ontraotor McDougall 
drafts on the 8ecre'ary of the Interior, 
amounting in tbe aggregate to $81,200. 
The Interior Department regarded the 
contract as unauthorized and illegal and 
fused to honor the drafts Deoember 1, 
1854. The Secretary referred the case 
to the Court of Claims uoder tbe provis­ 
ions of Sec. 1063 of the Revised Statutes, 
and the oourt gave judgment in favor of 
the contractor for $81,250, disallowing 
the sum of $19,500, claimed in ad­ 
dition to the judgment under the 
terms of the comraot. 
From this 
judgment 
both 
parties 
appealed, 
he 
government 
insisting that the 
claimant ought not to lecover any­ 
thing while the latter maintained that 
he ought to have had judgment for $19­ 
500 more. 
This court holds that the con­ 
tract of April 5, 1852, upon which this 
olsim is based, imposed no legal obliga­ 
tion upon the United States and that 
tbe judgment of the court of claims in 
favor of McDougails administrator was 
erroneous. The judgment is therefore 
reversed and tbe case remanded with the 
directions to dismiss the petition. 
The 
opinion is by Justice Harlan.

RETURN OF COL. MARKHAM. 


H is Vlewa an C ongressional Ac­ 
tion a u d Non-Action. 
Colonel H. H. Markham, member of 
the 49th Congress from this district, re­ 
turned home on a delayed train Saturday 
night about 11 o’olook. 
He and his 
family left the train at San Gabriel and 
took a carriage for tbe family residence 
at Pasadena. Yesterday he came to town 
and spent the day at his office and in 
visiting friends with whom he has busi­ 
ness relations. 
He appears ip exeel lent 
health, and is glad to be back to his 
California home, with which he is more 
in love than ever after his two ysars 
residence in Washington, D. C. 
A H era ld representative had the 
E 
leisure of a short interview with the 
olooel to ascertain his views concerning 
the past and future action of Congress 
on various subjects of national interest. 
In regard to the question about the 
standing of the silver interest in Con­ 
gress, the Colonel stated that he consid­ 
ered the advooates of Biiver coinage 
stronger than ever in tbe House of Rep­ 
resentatives, and that there was no dan­ 
ger of a repeal of the Bland bill. Con­ 
gressmen begin to realize the absolute 
necessity of a regalar coinage of stand­ 
ard silver dollars to prevent a contrac­ 
tion of the currency aud to furnish a 
medium of exchange with Asiatio na­ 
tions. 
In regard to the Deficiency bill, that 
as not sigued, he said that it passed 
the House by a handsome majority, and 
went to the Senate, whioh demanded a 
conference, that was accorded by the 
House, but the Senators on that commit­ 
tee failed to attend to the matter in time 
to have the bill passed and engrossed. 
Tbe failure to pass this bill may work 
hardship to those whose engagements 
witn the government were of such a na­ 
ture as to oome under the defioieocy ap­ 
propriation for payment of salaries or 
contracts. 
Much of this appropriation 
was needed in the mail service. 
In regard to the increased appropria­ 
tion for the Los Angeles postoffioe, he 
said that he only sncoeeded in obtaining 
an ¡aerease of $1200 annually, al though 
much more was needed. 
Hon. A. E. 
Stevenson, the First Assistant Postmas­ 
ter General, realized the importance ot 
inoreased appropriations for the postal 
business of the coast, notably at Los 
Angeles, San Diego, San Bernardino and 
Pasadena, but the Postmaster-General 
would not favor tbe nppropriation, al­ 
though it was supported by the whole 
delegation from the Pacific Coast. 
Two postmasters at Pasadena have 
been starved out by being obliged to pay 
out their own salaries for clerk hire, as 
was the case in the Los Angeles office. 
The appropriation for increased help 
in the Postoffioe Department should have 
been at least $ 2 5 0 ,0 0 0 , and have gone in 
with the Civil Service Commission. 
Tbe River and Harbor bill which was 
so earnestly urged by Col. Markham 
provided for an appropriation of $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 
for San Pedro harbor; $ 2 5 ,0 0 0 for San 
Luis Obispo; 
$ 6 2 ,0 0 0 
for Oakland; 
$ 1 1 2 .0 0 0 for Humboldt 
harbor, and 
$ 4 0 ,0 0 0 for the 
Saoramento and San 
Joaquin rivers, all in California. The 
whole appropriation waa intended to 
amonnt to $10,000,000 for the whole 
country. 
He says the Democratic mem­ 
bers in the House stood up for the bill 
to a man, and ihat the President stated 
that he did not read the bill. 
Further, 
that had the President returned the bill 
promptly it it would have been passed 
over his veto at onoe. 
In relation to the Interstate Com­ 
merce bill, he considered it a piece of 
felly and of no advantage to producers 
and shippers, bat of deoided advantage 
to the railways. Not half those who 
voted for the bill clearly understood its 
provisions and their significance. 
He 
opposed the bill ai.d thinks it will be 
repealed. 
On the tariff question he says interests 
are so diverse as to produce a deadlock 
against any change for the present. The 
next redaction of revenue he thinks 
will be a repeal of the internal revenue 
tax on tobacco. 
In relation to Bollona Harbor he feels 
satisfied if the present owners succeed in 
making a fair harbor that Congress will 
assist in ita improvement and comple­ 
tion. 
The next Congress will have from 12 
to 15 Democratic majority with 8 or 10 
contested seats. 
The majority of the 
Democratic mem tiers probably favor a 
renommation of President Cleveland. 
There was little or no president-mak­ 
ing in tbe past session. 
He spoke high­ 
ly of the honesty and courtesy of the 
Democrats in Congress; and their devo­ 
tion to the interests ef the oountry in­ 
stead of making campaign speeches. He 
thinks Fairch Id will handle the treasur 
er’s portfolio with good judgment; but 
notwithstanding that pleasant financial 
feature, there will quite likely be an 
extra session of Congress in the autumn. 
Tbe Colonel had so many engagements 
to meet that a farther interview could 
not be obtoinfd.

An inquest was held yesterday on the 
body of Michael Yager, the unfortunate 
man who was out in pieces by a train on 
Sunday evouing, and after due delibera 
tion the jury found th at it was an ooci 
dent. 
The testimony was mainly us fol­ 
lows: 
M rs. Flora Adams testified th at she 
was standing talking w ith her husband 
in the railroad yard, but did not see the 
accident, although she saw the body 
afterwards and heard th e screams. 
W illiam Marson swore th at he was 
driviug the street car th at ran alongside 
of the train. 
He was w ithin thirty foet 
of the second crossing when ho heard a 
whistle 
and applied the brake and 
topped. 
Heard people 
halloaing to 
_Dine persou; looked around aud saw a 
man walk from behind the car aud Btep 
in frout of the train. 
H e looked around 
at the street car and then the train 
struck him and threw him across one of 
the tracks. 
Thcnght he was confused 
by the people on the street car hallouing. 
Robert Struuss was standing on the 
back end of the Street car; heard a 
whistle, heard the train men halloaing 
and noticed tin ni signalling to stop. 
The flatcar was then alm ost on top of 
the m ao, who did not look towards the 
train. 
W . R Smith, switchman, testified 
that he uoticed a street car runniug the 
same way as the train; heard the engi­ 
neer whistle to warn it not to cross; saw 
the street-car stop. T he engine and car 
had Blacked up at th a t tim e; did not 
notice any person ob the track nnttl the 
train had passed the crossing, when he 
noticed an object on th e track. 
The 
train was running about three or four 
miles au hour. 
James Wules, switchman, noticed a 
man walking fast across the street and 
halloaed to him. 
He did not seem to 
pay much atteution. 
He seemed deter­ 
mined to get across the track hheod of 
the engine, on*i did not pay any atten­ 
tion to the train. 
J. G. Ileinm an, the engineer, testified 
th it he was not running moro chan four 
miles an hour. 
E. L Ireland, W . M ariot, Geo. Ray, 
Chaa. Twiggs. Frank Runyan, Morris 
Thompson, H arry M iller and Geo. Mc- 
Plicbridge testified to thn same facts, 
and the jury found th at Michael Yager 
same to his death from being run over 
by the cars of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, and attached no blame 
to the train crew.

A 
man does not put up money nnless he 
meuu8 busiue-s, aud Mr. Silvor's money 
is np.

Branson took his official leave of the 
bench of the Superior Conrt of th is city . 
« id , anticipad <g the rem arks which 
were incident to th at occasion, most of 
the leading members of the bar were 
present a t the opening hour of the 
court. 
Judge Brunson having attended 
to several m atters performed his last 
official so t in granting further time to 
ameud an answer in a case, and asking 
Judge Cheney to take the bench returned 
to a stat in the auditorium . 
Mr. Wade then rose and said: If 
the Court please I desire to present this

The undersigned would respectfully 
represent that they were, a t a meeting 
o f the members of the Bar of Los A n­ 
geles county, appointed a oommittee to 
draft resolutions expressive of their re­ 
gret a t the resignation of the Honorable 
Anson Brunson, one of the Judges of 
th is Court, and were by said meeting 
authorised to prepare such resolutions to 
this Court, and ask th at the same be 
spread upon the minutes. 
Io pursuance 
«it such appointm ent we hsve prepared 
suad asked leave to submit the following 
resolutions, aud pray th at th e same b< 
spread upon the minutes as aforesaid: 
Jietoived, th at we recognise the resig­ 
n ation of the Honorable Anson Brunson 
o f the Superior C oart of the county of 
Inm Angeles, to b*e a great publio loss. 
The qualities of mind aud heart wh cb 
he has displayed while occupying the 
fcench are rarely found with same pro 
feund knowledge of the law in the same 
person. 
His course as a judge has fully 
-exemplified the doctrines ttiat honor in 
publio employment, liee in th e manner 
in which its duties are performed, rather 
than in the oonapicnous position occu 
pied by the officer. The. e is no positiou 
either on the bench or a t the b»r to 
which he may be oalled for which Judge 
Brunson is not eminently tilted, and ye: 
«to station to whioh a noble ambition 
m«y m the future lead him to a«pire and 
«ád more true luster to his fame iu the 
•atim atiou of those who have watched 
hia career than that whioh he has earn* 
e d u s judge of our Superior Court. As 
« s tu d e n t ha is dilligeut, painstaking 
and comprehensive, as a judge he ha» 
ever been uniformly fair and impartial, 
w ith sufficient firmness to protect the 
dignity of the bench, a sufficient urban­ 
ity of temper to avoid undue harshness 
and asperity. 
His self-reliance has nev 
e r degenerated into th at egotism which 
advances os hasty impressions of what 
the law should be, to a place above 
what th e law ia. 
In administering the 
duties of his office be has manifested 
th at breadth of intellect whioh prevents 
the just judge from mistaking mere form 
from substance. He has been in the lan­

plausable 
and

advised 
th an confident. These are the qualities 
w hich we regard as belongiug only to 
'th e great jurist, however circumscribed 
(the theater in which they are displayed. 
'Resolved, That deeply as we regret 
th e resignation of Judge Bruuson, we 
frely acknow ledge th e snfficieucy of th e 
reasons assigned by him for pursuing 
th is oonrae. 
As lawyers whose labors 
h e h as lightened and facilitated by Lis 
w ise adm inistration, and whose affec­ 
tions he has won by uniform courtesy 
a n d k in d consideration, we shall ever 
h o ld h im n ten d tr remembrance; and 
h is record as a Judge is the best guar­ 
a n ty of 
his qualifications for tue duties 
o f th e position upon which he is about 
to e a te r. 
As we esteem him as a Judge, 
w e anticípate no abatement of our high 
re g ard for him as a brother lawyer when 
in fu tu re we meet him at the bar.

Judge Cheney said: “In entertaining 
this motion I would state, as represent 
ing the Bench, th at for the last two years 
it has been my good fortune to have 
been apon the beach with Judge Ansoin 
Brunson. The relations between us have 
been cordial, friendly aud iutimate, 
necessarily intim ate from the confiden­ 
tial relations whioh must exist beiweeu 
tw o Judges of the ea;»e court. 
I have 
always esteemed h-m highly, more highly 
than any words can express. 
There is 
no word iu these resolutions which 1 
would ohange, but there are many words 
w hich I would add to them , were it 
proper. 
It is sufficient to say, in all my 
relations with him I have found him all 
th at these resolutions say he is, 
I have 
not been ashamed to consult him. I have 
alw ays been proud to driuk at that legal 
fountaiu which he has supplied for the 
w hole bar. 
I have looked upon him, 
w ith bis years of experience, his kind­ 
ness, his gentleness, his certainty and 
righteonsne-s in legal conclusions, as one 
o at of thousands. 
1 regret very deeply 
th at he leaves the bench. 
The barden* 
th a t have been oast upon him and myself 
during the last two years have been 
heavy, unusually heavy. 
I t has only 
been by the adoption of >-ystematic rules 
th at we have been able to carry the bur­ 
dens which hsve been throw n upon the 
bench. Daring this time Judge Brunson 
has always borne hie share of it uncom­ 
plainingly, and baa alw ays been willing 
to assist me in mine. 
I regard him 
M I would regard a brother; I regard 
him as I would regard a friend. 
I 
regret his resignation, because, select 
whom we may, the positiou cannot be 
better filled tnan it has by Judge Anson 
Brunson. Let the resolutions bo spread 
•pon th e minutes in full, Mr. Clerk. 
Judge Brunson then being invited to 
■ay a few words, stepped in front of the 
Jad g e’s seat and said: 
G e n tle m e n o r t h e B a r : 
I do n o t

■toa—re to turn th e leaf 
a n d read. 
1 m ak e a e pretenoe to stoicism. I am 
p isaasd , tre a d , h o oored l a th e k now l­ 
ed g e th a t toy ju d icial earn er m eets w ith 


gold. 
But however little I may m erit it 
when measured by resulta I know th at 
in heart, in purpose and intent, I can ac­ 
cept it without any lOnsclentious scru­ 
ples. 
During the two years nod three 
months I have in this Department en­ 
deavored to declare the law, I have, 
without a single exception, acted in har­ 
mony w ith what my mind and c-onscienoe 
dictated was right. 
T h at I havo erred 
is only another way of saying tbat I am 
human. 
It is to you th n t I am largely 
indebted th at I have made uo more mis 
lakes. 
I have been the constant re­ 
cipient of your confidence and of your 
social, professional and moral support. 
This in itself has made my yoke easy 
and »ny burdeu light. 
If at any time 
while I have occupied the bench there 
baa been by any attorney a word un- 
thoughtedly spoken or a sentence u t­ 
tered iu the iuteusity of earnest and 
sometimes heated discussion, which bad 
a tendency to cause a ripple upon the 
judicial niind, I assure you it has for- 
ver past from my r< m* mbranoe. 
To the immediate officers of the court 
I have no words but words of praise 
and commendation. 
I 
have always 
found them ready, prom pt aud willing 
in the discharge of every duty, and as 
the curtain has dropped after each act 
of our judicial drmna their words of 
kindly greeting aud encouragement has 
been to me as restful as the inusic of an 
orchestra at an evening's entertainm ent. 
O ur relatioua have beeu those of b ro th ­ 
ers dwelling together in unity. 
“ And since my brother Cheney and I 
first, arm and arm, entered into this tern 
pie of justice the most absolute harmony, 
confidence and good feellug has been 
present in all our counsels and all our 
deliberations. 
Perhaps 
there is no 
other place where heart responds to 
heart and where you can read and kuow 
the inner life, desires and ambitions of a 
man than in the counsel of judges. 
Therefore, 1 say to you I know him as I 
do the contents of an open book before 
mo, and with th a t knowledge I com­ 
mend him unto you as an houesfc, faith­ 
ful, fearless, 
conscientious man aud 


^ “ I have not had the pleasure of being 
called into consultation with the other 
judges, but it is endorsement euough for 
them to kuow th at they are now aud 
bave been for m sny years members of 
ihe bar of Los Angeh-s county, aud that 
their appointm ent followed close upon 
your recommendation; aud with them as 
principals and you as sureties, I heartily 
approve their bond. 
J intended, this morning, when I took 
the bench, to call and make disposition 
of the law caleudar for to-day, but after 
listening to your resolutions I do not 
feel now that I could deuy a motion or 
make another ruling against any member 
of my bar. 
I feel ii is better for you 
and for me to pass my bo k to another 
Judge, aud therefore, with a memory 
filled with pleasant recollections and 
a heari warm with manly aff«ction for 
y- u, individually and as u bar, I bid 
you my official gojdbye.
